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Long  Hill  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts  serves  as  General  Headquarters  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
Formerly  the  summer  home  of  Atlantic  Monthly  editor  Ellery  Sedgwick  and  his  wife,  Mabel  Cabot 
Sedgwick,  the  house  at  Long  Hill  was  constructed  in  1921  and  contains  original  ivoodwork  from 
the  1802  Isaac  Ball  House  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina. 


THE  TRUSTEES  OF  RESERVATIONS  was  founded  in  1891  by  a  small  group  of  open  space 
visionaries  led  by  landscape  architect  Charles  Eliot,  a  protege  of  Frederick  Law 
Olmsted.  Witnessing  widespread  industrial  development  of  open  space  in  the  Boston  area, 
this  group  of  twenty-nine  successfully  campaigned  for  the  establishment  of  what  is  today 
the  nation's  oldest  regional  land  trust.  The  trust's  governing  board  of  voluntary  trustees 
was  empowered  to  acquire  and  maintain  tax-free  parcels  of  publicly  accessible  land  across 
Massachusetts,  which  they  called  reservations.  Thus,  our  name.  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
Since  our  inception  over  a  century  ago,  we  have  inspired  the  founding  of  The  National 
Trust  for  England,  Wales,  and  Northern  Ireland,  and  more  than  1,300  private  land  trusts 
across  the  United  States,  whose  combined  efforts  have  so  far  resulted  in  the  protection  of 
close  to  three  million  acres  of  land. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private  nonprofit  conservation  organization  dedicated 
to  preserving,  for  public  use  and  enjoyment,  properties  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic,  and 
ecological  value  throughout  Massachusetts  and  to  protecting  special  places  across  the  state. 
The  Trustees  owns,  manages,  and  interprets  for  the  public  78  reservations,  totaling  20,420 
acres  of  land,  including  islands,  coastline,  barrier  beaches,  river  valleys,  freshwater 
wetlands,  lakes,  mountains,  hilltops,  woodlands,  farms,  open  fields,  meadows,  and  historic 
houses  with  their  designed  landscapes  and  gardens.  The  Trustees  also  protects  an  additional 
10,500  acres  through  the  use  of  conservation  restrictions  over  150  parcels  of  privately  held 
land.  Collectively,  these  reservations  and  restricted  lands  tell  the  story  of  the  cultural  and 
natural  history  of  what  is  today  Massachusetts  for  an  estimated  one  million  people  who 
visit  our  reservations  each  year. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  completely  independent  of  government  and  relies  for 
support  entirely  upon  membership  dues,  contributions,  grants,  reservation  receipts/events, 
and  endowments.  We  frequently  collaborate  with  private  groups  and  government  agencies 
that  share  our  mission.  Our  central  operations  are  coordinated  from  General  Headquarters 
at  Long  Hill  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  and  our  78  reservations  are  managed  locally 
through  five  regional  offices  across  the  state.  The  Trustees  is  supported  by  hundreds  of 
volunteers  and  over  18,000  members  who  live  in  Massachusetts,  other  parts  of  New  England 
and  the  U.S.A.,  and  several  countries  abroad.

Fiscal  Year  1997  (April  1, 
1996  -  March  31,  1997), 
a  task  force  made  up  of 
volunteers  and  staff 
completed  the  Trustees 
2000  Strategic  Plan,  a 
strategic  "road  map"  which 
will  lead  our  organization 
into  the  next  century. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  implementation  of  the 
strategic  plan  has  already  begun,  including  the  hiring  of 
key  staff  positions  in  land  conservation,  communications 
and  marketing,  and  membership  and  volunteer 
involvement,  and  the  early  development  of  property 
management  guidelines  and  land  protection  plans. 

The  organization  has  had  another  banner  year  for 
land  conservation.  In  total,  16  projects  were  completed 
resulting  in  the  protection  of  894  acres  of  land, 
including  Turkey  Hill  in  Cohasset  and  Hingham  and 
our  78th  reservation.  Questing  in  New  Marlborough 
{see  pages  12-14).  At  the  same  time.  The  Trustees 
continued  its  sound  stewardship  of  our  diverse 
reservations.  Major  achievements  during  the  fiscal  year 
included  completion  of  preservation  projects  at  Castle 
Hill,  The  Old  Manse,  and  The  Mission  House;  and 
expanded  interpretation  initiatives  at  Cape  Poge 
Wildlife  Refuge,  Crane  Wildlife  Refuge,  Misery  Islands, 
and  Bartholomew's  Cobble  {see  pages  7-9). 


To  introduce  the  public  to  our  reservations  and  to 
interpret  their  cultural  and  natural  history.  The  Trustees 
organized  over  200  events  during  the  fiscal  year. 
Events  on  our  properties  offer  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  new  people  to  be  introduced  to  the  work  and 
aspirations  of  The  Trustees.  By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
membership  had  grown  to  just  over  16,500  and,  as  we 
go  to  press  with  this  annual  report,  membership  has 
topped  the  18,000  mark!  We  are  certainly  well  on  our 
way  to  reaching  our  goal  of  20,000  members  by  the 
year  2000.  Equally  promising,  membership  in 
The  1891  Society,  The  Charles  Eliot  Society,  and 
The  Semper  Virens  Society  grew  by  5%,  22%,  and 
27%,  respectively.  And,  for  the  first  time  in  Trustees 
history,  membership  income  and  donations  to  the 
annual  appeal  each  passed  the  million  dollar  mark  while 
gifts  for  special  purposes  (endowment,  land  acquisitions, 
and  reservation  capital  improvement  projects)  exceeded 
three  million  dollars. 

It's  been  a  very  successful  year  for  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations,  yet  none  of  this  would  have  been  possible 
without  your  continued  support.  On  behalf  of  everyone  at 
The  Trustees,  thank  you  for  all  you  are  doing  to  enable 
us  to  meet  the  challenges  of  our  conservation  mission.

WITH  NEW,  CLEAR  DIRECTION  provided  by  the 
Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan,  the  property 
management  staff  renewed  its  commitment  to 
planning  issues,  conservation  and  presentation 
of  our  78  reservations  across  Massachusetts. 

Understanding  Our  Resources 

Over  the  past  few  years,  thoughtful  reviews  or  reports 
by  new  staff  members  have  broadened  our  understanding 
of  natural  science  and  historic  preservation.  With  their 
involvement,  major  projects  were  completed  this  year  at 
several  reservations. 

The  first  step  of  our  planning  process  is  to  identify, 
understand,  and  document  the  exceptional  resources 
which  define  the  character  of  our  special  places.  This 
may  involve  a  detailed  survey  of  the  geology  and 
wildlife  of  a  natural  area  to  better  understand  the 
interactive  dynamics  of  an  ecosystem.  This  research 
phase  may  also  include  an  archeological  survey,  such  as 
that  completed  at  Greenwood  Farm  in  Ipswich,  which 
literally  unearthed  an  array  of  seventeenth-  and 
eighteenth-century  artifacts.  Historic  structures  reports 
completed  this  year  documented  key  architectural 
elements  of  The  Bryant  Homestead  in  Cummington  and 
Long  Hill  in  Beverly  to  guide  their  future  preservation 
and  maintenance,  while  conservation  surveys,  funded  by 
a  $25,000  grant  from  the  Institute  of  Museum  and 
Library  Services,  were  made  of  the  collections  at  The 
Bryant  Homestead,  Naumkeag  in  Stockbridge,  and 
Castle  Hill  in  Ipswich. 


Planning  For  Castle  Hill 

This  past  winter,  a  group  of  45  Trustees  staff,  volunteers, 
and  community  members  held  two  day-long  planning 
meetings  at  Castle  Hill  to  develop  a  long-range  plan  for 
this  historically  rich  and  scenic  estate.  The  task  force 
was  inspired  by  a  historic  landscape  study  conducted 
for  The  Trustees  by  Lucinda  Brockway  and  a  team  of 
historians.  One  conclusion  of  the  study  was  that: 

Castle  Hill  represents  a  unique  resource.  With  its  full 
complement  of  buildings  and  grounds,  of  which  only 
two  have  been  lost,  the  Crane  summer  estate  is  one 
of  the  most  significant  surviving  examples  from  the 
Country  Place  Era  (1880-1940). 

Chaired  by  George  Mathey,  facilitated  by  Paul 
Horovitz,  and  managed  by  Elizabeth  Redmond,  the 
Castle  Hill  Task  Force  reached  remarkable  consensus 
on  a  series  of  aspirations  and  initiatives  to  preserve, 
restore,  interpret,  and  promote  this  property  through 
a  wide  range  of  new  activities. 

Preserving  Our  Historic  Resources 

Even  as  the  Castle  Hill  Master  Plan  was  taking  shape, 
Northeast  Regional  Director  Wayne  Mitton  was 
overseeing  masonry  repairs  and  repainting  at  The 
Great  House,  funded  in  part  from  proceeds  of  the 
film  Shakespeare's  Sister,  shot  at  Castle  Hill  last  fall. 
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Negotiations  were  also  underway  with  the  Landmark 
Trust,  an  international  non-profit  organization  based  in 
Britain  committed  to  preserving  historic  buildings  and 
returning  them  to  useful  life.  A  Trustees-Landmark 
collaboration  is  under  consideration  to  restore  the 
casino  at  Castle  Hill. 

A  major  preservation  project  was  also  underway  at 
The  Old  Manse  in  Concord,  where  Central  Regional 
Director  Dick  O'Brien  and  Historic  Site  Manager  Laurie 
Butters  worked  diligently  to  complete  repairs  to  joists, 
flooring,  and  windows  in  time  for  the  traditional 
Patriot's  Day  season  opening.  Further  carpentry  and 
painting  projects  promise  a  sharper  image  for  autumn 
visitors.  In  the  Berkshires,  Regional  Director  Stan 
Piatczyc  oversaw  the  restoration  of  the  Ashintully 
columns  at  the  McLennan  Reservation  in  Tyringham, 
one  of  his  final  projects  prior  to  retiring  after  26  years 
of  service  to  The  Trustees.  His  successor,  Steve  McMahon, 
former  Superintendent  of  the  Stockbridge  Management 
Unit,  did  not  miss  a  beat  as  he  tracked  down  a  stubborn 
leak  in  the  roof  at  the  Mission  House  in  Stockbridge.

Reclaiming  Thk  Scenery 

Conservation  of  our  natural  resources  also  claims 
attention  from  our  regional  staff,  which  now  numbers 
64  full-time  and  more  than  200  part-time  and  seasonal 
employees.  Apart  from  customary  maintenance,  staff 
also  made  time  for  special  projects  such  as  restoring  the 
scenic  overlook  from  Pegan  Hill  in  Dover  and  Natick, 
reopening  the  view  of  Gloucester  Harbor  from 
Ravenswood  Park,  and  organizing  vocational  students 
to  clear  a  section  of  Petticoat  Hill  in  Williamsburg.

We  are  supported  by  volunteers  in  many  of  these 
efforts.  At  Tyringham  Cobble,  for  example,  Doug  Leach 
was  frequently  found  waging  the  "Battle  of  the 
Barberry"  on  a  scenic  hillside,  while  his  wife  Marion 
introduced  visitors  to  the  reservation.  At  the  Ward 
Reservation  in  Andover  and  North  Andover,  a  similar 
battle  has  engaged  John  Kimball,  who,  for  more  than 
50  years,  has  served  as  volunteer  property  manager. 
John  recently  declared  victory  over  the  forces  of  bitter- 
sweet, which  had  dominated  the  woodlands  for  years. 


Finding  Ecological  Balance 

Associate  Director  for  Planning  and  Ecology  Lisa 
Vernegaard  has  conducted  plant  and  wildlife  surveys 
on  several  properties  to  improve  our  planning  and 
management  efforts.  At  Wasque  on  Martha's  Vineyard 
and  at  Nashawena  Island,  over  which  we  hold  our 
largest  conservation  restriction,  we  are  exploring 
alternative  ways  to  restore  coastal  grasslands.  Will 
controlled  burns  work  better  than  grazing  livestock 
to  preserve  these  open  areas,  or  should  we  try  some 
combination  of  both  methods?  Other  research  is 
helping  to  determine  the  best  way  to  restore  the 
Damde  Meadows  area  of  World's  End  in  Hingham 
as  a  healthy,  functioning  ecosystem. 

In  addition,  we  are  developing  a  series  of 
management  guidelines  for  various  landscapes  and 
natural  resources.  The  first  of  these,  on  managing  our 
fields  and  grasslands,  is  helping  us  to  balance 
agricultural,  scenic,  wildlife  (bird-nesting),  and 
economic  goals.  Guidelines  on  pest  management, 
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ecological  management  of  designed  landscapes,  and 
forest/woodland  management  are  also  in  progress.  Our 
ecologists  and  field  staff  work  closely  together  to  resolve 
a  wide  range  of  wildlife  management  issues,  which,  this 
year,  have  included  protecting  plovers,  terns,  and  other 
threatened  birds;  managing  deer  populations  and  the 
threat  of  Lyme  disease;  and  finding  ways  to  coexist  with 
potentially-destructive  beavers. 


Building  Stewardship  Through  Increased  Visitation 

As  noted  in  the  Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan,  our 
planning  and  conservation  activities  are  conducted  for 
public  use  and  enjoyment:  "Recognizing  the  importance 
of  the  refreshing  power  of  our  properties,  we  will  focus 
on  improving  access  for  our  visitors  and  increasing  the 
quality  of  each  visit."  While  new  marketing  and 
interpretation  plans  are  in  development,  we  look  for 
new  ways  to  introduce  people  to  our  special  places.

Many  first-time  visitors  learn  about  our  properties 
through  special  events  announced  in  their  local 
newspapers.  Some  of  these  gatherings — such  as  Castle 
Hill's  Independence  Day  Celebration,  The  Bryant 
Homestead  s  Craft  Fair,  World's  End's  Summer  Solstice, 
or  Crane  Beach's  Sand  Blast — have  become  annual 
traditions.  Others  are  only  a  year  or  two  old,  such  as 
The  Fall  Foliage  Festival  at  Rock  House  Reservation  in 
West  Brookfield,  which  draws  more  visitors  and  local 


volunteer  support  each  year.  The  antique  car  "Concours 
d'Elegance"  at  Castle  Hill  is  rapidly  gaining  a  national 
reputation.  Naumkeag's  Halloween  party  last  October 
involved  more  than  50  volunteers  serving  32  gallons  of 
cider  and  3,000+  doughnuts  to  more  than  1,100  children 
and  their  parents. 

Outdoor  events  can  be  ruined  by  inclement  weather, 
so  the  Castle  Hill  program  has  moved  away  from  large- 
scale  concerts  towards  house  tours  and  smaller  musical 
performances,  reducing  the  financial  risk  as  well.  At  the 
same  time,  we  are  encouraging  community  groups  to 
organize  their  own  events  at  our  properties.  At  Rocky 
Woods  in  Medfield,  most  summer  days  find  at  least 
200  children  participating  in  a  program  organized  by 
the  local  recreation  department  or  by  the  Cambridge 
Camping  Association.  Each  fall,  a  nearby  school  uses 
the  reservation  for  a  Thanksgiving  reenactment. 


Education  and  Tours  Extend  Learning 


On  the  north  shore.  Trustees  member  Polly  Chandler 
has  found  a  new  way  to  introduce  our  reservations  to 
school  teachers  and  their  pupils.  Funded  by  a  state 
grant,  Polly  developed  a  curriculum  combining  natural 
and  cultural  history  using  examples  found  on  seven 
Trustees  properties.  She  field-tested  the  materials  with 
20  children  in  a  two-week  day  camp  and  conducted  a 
five-day  workshop  for  20  teachers,  which  included 
on-site  visits. 

On  Martha's  Vineyard,  Mary  Merges  actively 
presents  environmental  education  programs  in  schools, 
an  initiative  funded  by  the  Claire  Saltonstall  Education 
Program.  Through  field  trips  and  research  projects, 
Mary  shares  her  love  of  nature  with  more  than  600 
Vineyard  students.  Many  return  to  our  reservations  later 
with  their  families.  Meanwhile,  in  the  southern 
Berkshires,  Regional  Ecologist  Don  Reid  organizes  a 
series  of  popular  walks  and  talks  at  Bartholomew's 
Cobble  in  Ashley  Falls.  Over  the  next  few  years,  we 
hope  to  extend  these  efforts  to  other  reservations  with 
the  help  of  volunteers. 

The  success  of  the  Cape  Poge  Lighthouse  and  Natural 
History  tours  on  Martha's  Vineyard,  and  the  Crane 
Islands  Tour  in  Ipswich  and  Essex  have  encouraged 
expansion  elsewhere.  With  the  active  support  of  our 
Nantucket  committee.  Superintendent  Dick  Bellevue  has 
organized  a  tour  of  Coskata-Coatue,  including  a 
stunning  visit  to  the  Great  Point  Lighthouse.  This 
summer.  Cape  Ann  Superintendent  Greg  Chanis  instituted 
boat  passenger  service  to  Misery  Islands  in  Salem  Bay, 
while,  on  Martha's  Vineyard,  fisherman  extraordinaire 
Paul  Shultz  has  introduced  dozens  of  visitors  to  surf- 
casting  off  Wasque  Point.

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Highlights  and  Projects  Completed

Turkey  Hill  in  Hingham  and  Cohasset... saved! 


AN  ACCELERATING  REAL  ESTATE  MARKET  this  past  fiscal 
year  meant  that  more  valuable  open  space  was 
disappearing  right  before  our  eyes.  However,  the  Land 
Conservation  Center  was  able  to  complete  a  total  of  16 
projects  protecting  a  total  of  894  acres,  which  compares 
well  to  the  800-acre  per  year  goal  set  in  the  Trustees  2000 
Strategic  Plan. 

With  the  indispensable  help  of  numerous  volunteers 
and  enthusiastic  staff  throughout  the  organization,  the 
Land  Conservation  Center  coordinated  the  acquisition 
of  a  new  reservation  (407  acres),  7  additions  to  existing 
reservations  (64.3  acres),  and  8  conservation  restrictions 
(414  acres).  We  strengthened  amendments  to  3  existing 
conservation  restrictions,  and  1  tradeland  (8.9  acres)  was 
acquired  by  The  Trustees  affiliate,  the  Massachusetts 
Land  Conservation  Trust  (MLCT). 

In  addition,  we  facilitated  a  key  acquisition  by  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service  of  a  73-acre  Forest  Legacy  Easement,  sold 
on  very  generous  terms  by  the  Russell  Robb  family  of 
Concord  as  their  contribution  to  the  protection  of  the 
historic  Estabrook  Woods  area  of  Concord  and  Carlisle. 

Virtually  every  acre  of  land  protected  by  The  Trustees 
represents  the  good  will  of  a  landowner  committed  to 
conservation  or  willing  to  undertake  an  alternative  to 
conventional  sale,  subdivision,  or  development.  Without  the 
generosity  of  donors  and  bargain  sellers  of  land,  donors  to 
special  land  protection  campaigns,  volunteers,  and  our 
many  conservation  partners  in  other  organizations  and 
in  municipal  or  state  government,  we  could  not  have 
achieved  these  successes. 


Protection  of  TuRKhv  Hill 

For  at  least  twenty  years.  The  Trustees  has  been  seriously 
concerned  about  the  ultimate  fate  of  Turkey  Hill,  55  acres 


straddling  the  Hingham  and  Cohasset  border  near  the 
northern  section  of  the  813-acre  Whitney  and  Thayer 
Woods  Reservation.  While  the  protection  of  this  land 
became  a  certainty  in  May  1997  (two  months  after  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year),  the  legal  and  financial  details  of 
the  project  were  completed  in  Fiscal  Year  1997.  Hence, 
the  project  is  summarized  here. 

Turkey  Hill  is  a  coastal  drumlin,  its  top  used  from  1955 
to  1965  by  the  U.S.  Defense  Department  as  a  radar  control 
site  for  a  nearby  Nike  missile  uistallation.  In  1995,  owner 
Joseph  Saponaro  listed  the  entire  55-acre  parcel  for  sale  at 
$1.6  million.  With  the  strong  encouragement  of  Hingham 
Town  Moderator  Thomas  L.  R  O'Donnell,  who  serves  as 
Chairman  of  The  Trustees  Land  Conservation  Committee, 
we  met  with  Mr.  Saponaro  to  discuss  options  for  purchasing 
the  parcel  at  less  than  market  value  with  the  objective  of 
protecting  it  as  open  space.  He  agreed  to  a  purchase  price  of 
$810,000.  However,  transaction  costs,  extensive  site  clearance 
and  landscaping,  and  property  start-up  costs  brought  the 
estimated  project  cost  to  a  daunting  sum  of  $1,034,400. 

Land  Protection  Specialist  Valerie  Talmage  and  Regional 
Director  Tom  Foster  pulled  together  a  five-part  collabora- 
tion to  address  the  challenge.  The  towns  of  Hingham  and 
Cohasset  agreed  to  acquire  30  acres  ($165,000)  and  20 
acres  ($125,000),  respectively.  The  Massachusetts  Division 
of  Conservation  Services  awarded  a  Self-Help  grant  to  the 
two  towns  for  $437,400.  And,  The  Trustees,  the  Hingham 
Land  Conservation  Trust,  and  the  Cohasset  Conservation 
Trust  raised  the  remaining  $307,000  through  private 
donations  from  nearly  350  individuals. 

The  5-acre  radar  site  was  transferred  to  The  Trustees 
following  removal  of  buildings  and  cleanup.  We  accepted 
management  responsibilities  over  the  entire  55  acres  as  part 
of  Whitney  and  Thayer  Woods.  In  addition,  conservation 
restrictions  were  recorded  on  the  55  acres  to  ensure  that, 
regardless  of  ownership,  they  would  remain  protected. 

Several  lessons  from  this  project  are  worth  noting: 

^    Defending  and  enhancing  our  properties  requires 
patience,  persistence,  creativity,  and  good  long-term 
relations  with  our  neighbors. 

"    Land  protection  is  expensive  and  complicated;  most 
of  our  projects  require  close  collaboration  with  at  least 
one  other  partner. 

^   Multi-party  collaborations  are  difficult,  but 
indispensable,  especially  for  complex  projects. 

^   We  do  our  best  work  when  we  focus  on  the  job  at 
hand — the  goal  of  permanent  land  protection — and 
not  on  the  ultimate  ownership  of  the  protected  parcel. 


New  Reservation 

^  Questing,  New  Marlborough:  407  acres  of  forest,  fields, 
and  streams  near  New  Marlborough  village  in  the  southern 
Berkshires  were  given  by  bequest  of  Dr.  Robert  Lehman. 
The  property  includes  the  top  of  Leffingwell  Hill,  as  well  as 
a  house,  garage,  and  gardens,  subject  to  a  life  estate  held 
privately  by  family  friends. 
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Additions  to  Reservations 

Bartholomew's  Cobble,  Sheffield:  A  16-acre  hayfield, 
with  prominent  views  of  the  Housatonic  Valley  to  the 
east,  was  given  by  Mrs.  Harry  C.  Grumpelt  of  Salisbury, 
Connecticut.  This  gift  helps  further  our  strategic  goal  of 
protecting  the  magnificent  landscape  extending  south  of 
Cooper  Hill  Road  to  the  Connecticut  state  line. 

^  McLennan  Reservation,  Tyringham:  The  remaining 
50%  interest  in  103  acres  of  land,  including  the  ruins  of 
the  Ashintully  House,  were  given  by  bequest  of  Mr.  John 
McLennan.  In  addition,  Mrs.  Katherine  McLennan 
donated  an  additional  18  acres,  including  the  estate's 
farmhouse,  studio,  and  magnificent  gardens,  subject  to 
her  life  estate. 

Ward  Reservation,  Andover  and  North  Andover: 
Developer  Mark  Conserva  donated  7.8  acres  of  land  off 
Prospect  Street  in  conjunction  with  his  development  of  a 
cluster  subdivision  on  nearby  private  land.  The  parcel 
hosts  a  small  stretch  of  the  Bay  Circuit  Trail. 

^  Peters  Reservation,  Dover:  Purchase  by  MLCT  on 
behalf  of  The  Trustees  and  three  neighbors  of  a  7-acre 
parcel,  resulting  in  the  strategic  addition  of  1.5  acres  to 
the  Peters  Reservation  and  direct  pedestrian  access  from 
Farm  Street  to  Peters  Reservation. 

^  Chase  Woodlands,  Dover:  Gift  by  Brook  Run 
Development  of  1  acre  of  scenic  ledge  protecting 
the  eastern  boundary  of  Chase  Woodlands. 

^  Powisett  Farm,  Dover:  Gift  by  Brookfield  Estates 
of  15  acres  of  woodland  abutting  Powisset  Farm. 

^  Medfield  Rhododendrons,  Medfield:  Gift  by 
Michael  Viano  of  the  Woodridge  Trust  of  a  trail  easement 
and  parking  area  providing  legal  access  to  Medfield 
Rhododendrons,  previously  accessible  only  by  canoe. 


Conservation  Restrictions  (CR) 

^  Potash  Brook,  Williamsburg:  Thanks  to  a 
collaborative  effort  by  a  group  of  conservation-minded 
neighbors,  The  Trustees  purchased  a  CR  on  65  acres  of 
forested  hillside  along  Potash  Brook.  The  property  lies 
strategically  between  public  conservation  holdings  to 
the  north  and  Audubon's  Graves  Farm  to  the  south 
and  forms  the  first  protected  link  in  a  greenway 
connecting  the  two.  The  CR  is  co-held  with  the 
Hilltown  Land  Trust. 

^  Estabrook  Woods,  Concord  and  Carlisle:  CR  grants 
by  the  Town  of  Concord  on  116  acres,  by  the  Town  of 
Carlisle  on  126  acres,  and  by  the  Concord  Land 
Conservation  Trust  on  20  acres.  All  of  these  restrictions 
counted  towards  the  goal  of  protecting  at  least  400  acres 
surrounding  the  670-acre  Harvard-owned  property 
within  the  historic  Estabrook  Woods. 


^  Island  Road,  Essex:  Mr.  James  Richardson  donated  a 
CR  on  44  acres  of  upland  and  salt  marsh  connecting  the 
Stavros  Reservation  with  his  family's  Thornhill  Farm 
(also  protected  by  conservation  restriction).  This  CR  helps 
to  preserve  the  magnificent  view  from  the  summit  of 
White's  Hill  within  the  Reservation. 

^  East  Branch,  Westport  River,  Westport:  Benjamin  and 
Elizabeth  White  donated  a  CR  to  The  Trustees  and  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust  on  15  acres  of 
pasture,  woodland,  and  salt  marsh  on  the  East  Branch  of 
the  Westport  River,  including  a  promontory  that  is  one  of 
the  river's  most  visible  shoreline  features.  The  property  lies 
adjacent  to  the  Howland  property,  also  protected  by 
Trustees-held  restrictions. 

^  North  Road,  New  Marlborough:  A  remarkable 
collaboration  among  private  landowners  and  several 
land  trusts  continues  to  protect  land  along  the  North 
Road  between  New  Marlborough  and  Monterey.  With 
generous  support  from  the  Turkeybush  Foundation, 
The  Trustees  purchased  a  CR  from  Samuel  Mills  on 
63  acres  of  field,  forest,  and  wetland. 

^  Chilmark:  Gift  of  a  CR  by  Flora  and  David  Epstein 
of  Watertown  on  1 1  acres  of  woodland,  wetland,  and 
open  meadow  adjacent  to  55  acres  of  land  previously 
restricted  by  Mrs.  Epstein  in  1984  and  1990.  This 
restriction  protects  woodland,  wetland,  and  a  scenic 
meadow  overlooking  Vineyard  Sound  and  Menemsha 
Hills  Reservation. 

^  Hunnewell  Farm,  Wellesley:  Gift  of  a  CR  by 
Walter  Hunnewell  and  the  five-member  Hunnewell 
Land  Trust  on  19  acres  of  the  Hunnewell  Farm  on 
Washington  Street  near  the  Charles  River. 

^  Amendments  to  the  Hunnewell  Pinetum  and 
Topiary  Garden  Restrictions,  Wellesley:  Gift  by 
Walter  Hunnewell  of  amendments  to  three  existing 
CR's  providing  additional  protection  for  the  Hunnewell 
Pinetum  and  Topiary  Garden. 

Gifts  to  MLCT 

Established  in  1972,  the  Massachusetts  Land 
Conservation  Trust  (MLCT)  is  a  legally  separate 
charitable  corporation,  with  a  board  of  directors 
appointed  by  The  Trustees.  Its  mission  is  to  carry 
out  interim  acquisitions  on  behalf  of  The  Trustees 
or  our  collaborators,  pending  completion  of 
fundraising  and  other  arrangements,  to  enable 
conservation  of  as  much  land  as  possible. 

^  Dover  Trade  Land:  Gift  of  8.9  acres  from  Krist  E. 
Apog  of  Boca  Raton,  Florida,  with  the  intention  that  it 
would  be  subdivided  carefully  and  sold  to  benefit  The 
Trustees,  including  funds  for  implementation  of  the 
Rocky  Woods  Reservation  Master  Plan  and  for  the  work 
of  the  Land  Conservation  Center. 
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Collaborative  Land  Protection  Efforts 


In  the  spirit  of  the  Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan,  the 
Center  provided  substantial  assistance  in  a  wide  range 
of  collaborative  projects.  These  included  the  following 
examples: 

^  Continued  Assistance  to  the  Estabrook  Woods 
Campaign,  Concord  and  Carlisle.  In  January  1997,  the 
Concord  Land  Conservation  Trust,  the  Carlisle 
Conservation  Foundation,  and  The  Trustees  announced 
that  permanent  conservation  restrictions  had  been 
placed  on  more  than  400  acres  within  Estabrook 
Woods.  This  total  includes  73  acres  of  managed 
woodland  at  Pippen  Tree  Farm  protected  by  a 
permanent  conservation  easement  purchased  with 
assistance  and  encouragement  of  the  Center.  Honoring 
its  1994  commitment,  Harvard  University  recorded  a 
"Notice  of  Charitable  Obligation"  on  the  several  deeds 
for  its  670  acre  research  and  educational  property, 
constituting  the  core  of  the  historic  Estabrook  Woods 
described  by  Henry  David  Thoreau.  Following  this 
achievement,  we  worked  with  all  parties,  including 
Middlesex  School,  to  achieve  permanent  protection  of 
much  of  the  undeveloped  land  within  and  adjacent  to 
Estabrook  Woods. 

^  Assistance  to  the  Wildlands  Trust  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts.  Trustees  staff  provided  technical  and 
strategic  assistance  to  the  Wildlands  Trust  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  in  the  permanent  protection  of  Willow 
Brook  and  Fleetwood  Farms  in  Pembroke,  two  critically 
important  parcels  totaling  93  acres  at  the  headwaters  of 
the  North  River.  The  land  includes  superb  examples  of 
the  freshwater  tidal  marsh  ecosystem,  a  habitat  of 
global  ecological  significance. 

^  Assistance  to  the  Brooks  Estate  Preservation 
Association  and  the  City  of  Medford.  The  Center 
assisted  in  drafting  a  unique  Conservation  and  Historic 
Preservation  Restriction  to  protect,  in  perpetuity,  approxi- 
mately 40  acres  of  city-owned  property  known  as  the 
Shepherd  Brooks  Estate,  thus  limiting  future  expansion  of 
the  adjacent  Oak  Grove  Cemetery. 

In  addition  to  the  initiatives  summarized  above, 
the  Center's  staff  devoted  substantial  effort  to  the 
following  projects: 

Continued  leadership  of  the  Massachusetts  Land 
Trust  Coalition.  Following  the  Open  Space  Bond  bill 
enacted  in  early  1996,  the  Coalition  filed  two  specialized 
bills  for  legislative  consideration  in  the  1997-98  session. 
They  are  Conservation  Restriction  Act  amendments  and 
Landowner  Liability  Statue  amendments.  Both  bills 
include  material  unfortunately  excised  by  the  legislature 
from  the  final  Open  Space  Bond  Act.

Organization  of  the  1997  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Conference.  The  Land  Trust  Conference  was  held  at 
Tower  Hill  Botanic  Garden  in  Boylston  and  drew  over 
135  participants.  The  Land  Conservation  Center 
published  the  fourth  issue  of  Conservation  Notes,  with 
a  summary  of  the  recently  enacted  River  Protection  Act 
as  the  subject.  This  occasional  publication,  which  was 
funded  by  a  generous  grant  from  the  Fund  for  Wildlife 
and  Natural  Areas,  is  distributed  to  conservation  groups 
and  land  trusts  throughout  Massachusetts. 

^  Participation  in  the  Rivers  Campaign.  In  August  1996, 
after  seven  years  of  effort,  the  Rivers  Campaign  coalition 
was  able  to  celebrate  enactment  of  the  landmark  River 
Protection  Act.  The  Trustees  supported  revisions  of  the 
Rivers  Bill  addressing  concerns  expressed  by  many 
landowners.  The  Rivers  Bill  will  provide  protection  for 
approximately  9,000  miles  of  land  along  the 
Commonwealth's  rivers  and  permanent  streams. 

^  Proposal  for  a  survey  and  assessment  of  Heritage 
Landscapes  of  Massachusetts.  With  Historic 
Massachusetts,  the  statewide  historic  preservation 
organization,  the  Center  drafted  and  introduced  a 
proposal  for  an  expedited,  community-based  survey 
and  assessment  of  the  specific  landscapes  that  define 
the  character  of  each  community.  While  thousands 
of  structures  are  listed  in  the  Commonwealth's  historic 
resources  inventory,  a  similar  statewide  inventory  of 
landscapes  of  historic  and  cultural  importance  has  not 
been  done.  This  proposal  follows  a  specific 
recommendation  of  the  Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan. 
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FINANCIAL  REPORT 

Highlights 

April  1,  1996  -March  31,  1997 


RESULTS  FROM  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ending  March  31, 
1997  continue  to  reflect  the  strong  financial  footing 
of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations.  This  sound  position  is 
testimony  to  the  dedicated  staff  and  the  contribution  in 
time  and  money  of  an  equally  dedicated  volunteer  force. 

Last  year  was  a  year  of  two  significant  milestones  in 
Trustees  history.  Both  annual  giving  and  membership 
revenue  topped  the  million  dollar  mark  for  the  first 
time,  each  growing  by  more  than  10%  from  the  year 
before.  Current  membership  now  stands  at  over  18,000, 
up  from  16,586  by  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1997. 

One  of  the  financial  goals  of  the  Trustees  2000 
Strategic  Plan  is  to  budget  to  achieve  a  surplus  from 
operations  each  year  in  order  to  provide  resources  for 
capital  maintenance  needs  of  properties  on  a  continuing 
basis  as  well  as  for  major  one-time  projects.  This  past 
year,  we  ended  with  a  surplus  of  $303,000  which  is 
available  for  capital  projects  and  will  be  used  for  that 
purpose.  We  will  be  able  to  accomplish  a  large  number 
of  significant  deferred  maintenance  projects  and 
important  capital  projects  with  these  funds.  Some  of  the 
projects  we  will  undertake  right  away  include: 

•  exterior  carpentry  repairs  at  The  Old  Manse 

•  masonry  repairs  at  Naumkeag 

•  structural  work  on  the  barn  at  Long  Point 

•  a  safer  exit  driveway  at  The  Bradley  Reservation 

•  conservation  of  the  Bride's  Room  mural  at  Long  Hill. 
Hopefully,  we  will  be  able  to  continue  this  program 
over  the  next  few  years,  allowing  The  Trustees  to  make 
needed  progress  on  upgrading  our  properties. 

Another  growth  engine  for  the  organization  has  been 
its  endowment,  which  is  up  from  approximately  $56 
million  to  approximately  $63  million — the  result  of 
capital  appreciation  and  contributions.  As  you  know. 


we  depend  heavily  on  endowment  assets  for  annual 
support,  so  growth  is  very  important. 

Expenses  budgeted  at  $6,704,000  ended  up  at 
$6,703,000.  A  "well  done"  to  all  Regional  Directors  and 
Department  Heads  for  excellent  cost  controls. 

Shakespeare's  Sister,  a  feature  film  shot  on  location  at 
the  Great  House  at  Castle  Hill  in  Ipswich,  netted 
$150,000.  Neither  the  income  nor  expense  related  to  the 
filming  is  contained  in  the  operating  budget.  These  funds 
will  be  available  at  Castle  Hill  for  capital  projects. 

Last  year  was  a  busy  time  at  General  Headquarters. 
With  the  assistance  of  Technical  Development 
Corporation,  both  the  Finance  Office  and  the 
Development  Office  converted  to  a  fund  accounting 
system,  learned  new  software  applications,  and 
functioned  for  the  first  time  in  a  network  environment. 

The  Trustees  adopted  the  provisions  of  Financial 
Accounting  Standards  Board  (FASB)  Statement  No.  124 
as  of  March  31,  1996.  This  statement  establishes 
standards  for  the  reporting  of  investments  held  by 
nonprofit  organizations. 

Thank  you  to  the  many  staff  members  and  volunteers 
who  have  given  so  significantly  of  their  time  and  energy 
to  help  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  succeed  in  fulfilling 
its  mission.
